Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

OZ Virtual Reality 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The slick advertises a video recording of the same name. It is dominated by colour photos of 
women in bondage clothing with their breasts exposed, and other smaller depictions of people 
engaged in sexual activity. Some of these smaller photos have red dots superimposed to obscure 
the genital details of the activity taking place. 

Both the front and back covers of the slick contain promotional references to ‘golden showers’. 
This is a euphemistic slang term for the act of urinating over someone. In the context of 
advertising for the contents of a sexually explicit video recording, these references, properly 
interpreted as they were intended, promise depictions of the use of urine in an explicit sexual 
context. 

The slick therefore at least tends to promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct, in terms of s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, and is 
likely to be classified as objectionable if it were to be submitted as a publication in its own right. It 
is therefore not approved for public display. This restriction is prescribed in law and is one that 
overrides the rights and freedoms contained in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 

NB: The video recording which this slick advertises has been classified as objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years, 
dependant on one excision being made. The excision is to remove a scene that promotes and 
supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. If the excision is not made and the 
classification of that video recording is objectionable, this video slick could not be approved as the 
Classification Office cannot approve any film poster if it has classified the film to which the film 
poster relates as objectionable.
